Freeholder Agrees "That Plan 


Would Permit of County 


Separation. 


BERKELEY, May 10.—Speaking 


last night at a meeting of the Berke- 
ley- Defense Corps, Charles H. Spear, 
member of the Board of Freeholders 
framing a new city and county char- 
ter, admitted that the proposed al- 
ternative feature of the consolida- 
tion plan may lead to county di- 
vision. 


Questioned by President Victor J. 
Robertson of the corps as to what 
would- happen to Berkeley should 
Oakland, under the alternative plan, 
vote to "secede" from the remainder 
of the county, Spear declared: 
"Berke'ley can then form a sep- 
arate city and county of her own." 
"Suppose." asked President Rob- 
ertson," all of one section of the 
county voted to join together in a 
consolidated form of government and 
only one small community, objected 
and was, as a result,' left isolated, 
•what would happen then?" 
"The state legislature can then 
vote to put that section into any j 
county it desires—if it was at the! 
eastern end, it would go into Santa 
Clara county," answered Spear. 
"Then under this alternative plan, 


if any community votes against the 
proposal and the rest of the county.l 
votes for it, we do divide the county, 
don't wo?" asked Robertson.- 
"Yes, the county will be divided," 
answered Spear. He declared, how- 
ever, that the entire county would 
have a voice in deciding whether any 
one community- should "secede" and 
form a separate unit of government, 
•"The picture which has 
been 
drawn 
of consolidation, with its 
great money-saving possibilities and 
advanced -form of government, is a 
beautiful one." commented .Presi- 
dent Robertson, "and in its paint- 
ing we are liable to overlook the 
dangers lurking beneath the sur- 
face. 
There are great dangers and 
there is need of .great caution to be 
taken. Individual governments scat- 
tered through the county are liable 
to be expensive ones if we don't 
check up;" 


Robertson classified the alterna- 
tive proposal as "unfair" and as 
failing to give the individual com- 
munities their full rigHcs. 
\ Spear in' explaining the "alterna- 
ttive. declared that in his opinion' it 
y\vould be vastly unfair to give one 
community power to stop action of 
other communities in adopting new 
charters.

point to a single advantage to be 
derived from it. 


Gibson spoke in favor if his reso- 


lution at the conclusion of Faulkner's 
address.

"We arc making a great mistake if 


we contribute to any measure allow- 
ing: county division. The only feasible 
or useful plan of consolidation would 
be one involving all of the county, 
but that is impossible, for Berkeley 
will not come into Oakland for the 
same reason that we will not annex 
to San .Francisco.

Secrecy, and intrigues which -were, 


only possible through secrecy, stain- 
ed nearly all the negotiations at 
Paris, lent in this final act of with- 
holding knowledge of the actual text 
of the Treaty from the delegates of 
most of the nations represented in 
the Conference the spirit of secre- 
tiveness seems to have gone mad. 


The psychological effects of secre- 


cy on those who are kept in ignor- 
ance arc not difficult to analyze. They 
follow normal processes and may be 
thus stated: Secrecy breeds suspi- 
cion; suspicion, dobut: doubt, dis- 
trust; and distrust produces lack of 
frankness, which is closely akin to 
secrecy. The result is a vicious cir- 
cle, of which deceit and intrigue are 
the very essence. 
Secrecy and its 


natural consequences have given to 
diplomacy a popular reputation for 
trickery, for double-dealing, and in a 
more or less degree for unscrupulous 
and dishonest methods of obtaining 
desired ends, a reputation that has 
found expression in the ironic defi- 
nition of a diplomat as "an honest 
man sent to lie abroad for the good 
of his country." 
The time had arrived when the 


bad name which diplomacy had so 
long borne could and should have 
been 
removed. 
"Open 
covenants 


openly arrived at" appealed to the 
popular feeling of antipathy toward 
secret diplomacy, of which the Great

Covenant would jeopardize the plan 
for a League and would greatly en- 
courage his opponents in the United 
States. 
PRESIDENT BELIEVED 
JAPAN WOULD QUIT. 


His line of reasoning was logical, 


but in my judgment was based on 
the falsa premise that the Japanese 
would carry out their threat to re- 
fuse to accept the Treaty and enter 
the League of Nations unless they 
obtained a cession 
of the German 


rights. I did not believe at, the time, 
and I do not believe now, that Japan 
would have made good her threat. 
The superior international position, 
which she held as one of the five 
Great Powers in the Conference, and 
which she would hold in the League 
of Nations as one of tho principal 
powers in the constitution of the ex- 
ecutive council 
would 
never have 


been abandoned by the Tokyo gov- 
ernment. 
The Japanese delegates 


would not have run the risk of los- 
ing this position by adopting the 
course pursued by the Italians. 


The cases were different. No matter 


what action was taken by Italy she 
would have continued to be a Great 
Power in any 
organization of the 


world based on a classification of the 
nations. 
If sho (lid not enter the 


League under the German Treaty, 
she certainly would later and would 
undoubtedly hold an Influential posi- 
tion In tho organization whether her 
delegates signed the Covenant or ac- 
cepted it in another treaty or by ad- 
heronce. It was not so with Japan. 
There-were reasons to believe that, 
if she failed to become ono of tho 
prlnlcpal powers at the outset, an- 
other opportunity might never be 
given her to obtain so high a place in 
the concert of the nations. The seats 
that her delegates had in the Coun- 
cil of Ten had caused criticism and 
dissatisfaction 
In 
certJiln • quarters, 


and the elimination of a Japanese 
from the Council of tho Heads of 
States showed that the Japanese po- 
sition as an equal of the other Great 
Powers was by no means secure. 


These Indications of Japan's place 


-in the International oligarchy must 
have been evident to her plenipoten- 
tiaries at Paris, who in all probabil- 
ity reported the situation to Tokyo. 
Prom the point of view of policy the 
execution of the threat of withdraw- 
al presented dangers to Japan's pres- 
tige which the diplomats who repre- 
sented her would never have incur- 
red If they wero as eauUoim and 
shrewd as they appeared to be. The 
President did not hold this opinion.

This statement, i which seemed in

It is needless to 
go into these demands further than 
to quote the first to which China was 
to subscribe: 


"The Chinese Government agrees 
that when the Japanese Government 
hereafter approaches the German 
Government for the transfer of all 
rights and privileges of whatsoever 
nature enjoyed by Germany in the 
province of Shantung, -whether se- 
cured by treaty or in any other man- 
ner, 
China shall give her full assent 


thereto." 


The important point to be noted in 


this demand is that Japan did not 
consider that tho occupation ot ICiao- 
Chau and the seizure of the German 
concessions transferred title to her, 
but looked forward to a future trans- 
fer by treaty. 


The "Twenty-one Demands" were 


urged with persistency by the Japa- 
nese government and tlnally took the 
form of an ultimatum as to all but 
Group V of the "Demands." 
The 


Peking- government was in no politi- 
cal or military condition to resist 
and, 
in order to avoid an open rup- 


turo with their aggressive neighbor, 
entered into a treaty granting the 
Japanese demands. 


China, following the action which

It would) 
se*!m as If no valid argument could 
be made in favor of suspension be- 
causo the effect of tho rule would bo 
to revive and perpetuate an Inequit- 
able and unjustifiable act. Morally 
and legally the Chinese government 
was right in denouclng the treaty and

Germany and in 


treating the territorial rights ac- 
quired by coercion as extinguished.

USELESS FROM DELAY. 


One of TRB TKIBUXE'S Washington correspond 


ents. Dr. Frank M. Smiace, sends an informali\c 
artide concerning the dela\s in giving to the 
country the data the federal departments, at con 
siderable cost to the public tieasurv, compile. The 
situation relating to the collection and publica- 
tion of tr.ide statistic? is gi\en as an example. It 
is pointed out that the potential benefit of this 
\\ovk by the goternmcnt is lost because of the 
delay in making the icsiilts public- 


Some •weeks ago the Dcpaitment of Commerce 


announced what e\ery .student of foieign tiade 
statistics alieadv knew, \ix • that onirig to lack 
of Miffi( leni personnel and proper methods our 
export and import figures did not always apply to 
the month lo which thev were assigned. Accord- 
ing to the present organization of the government 
the collection of our foreign trade statistics is in 
the hands of the Division of Customs otthe Treas- 
ury Department. 


After the original figures are obtained by the 


customs officials they are passed to the statistical 
section of the customs office -where they are tabu- 
lated for the district and finally these tabulations 
are sent to the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce where they are brought together and 
published, first in the usual preliminary an- 
nouncement, later in the detailed monthly state 
menf. 


The preliminary figures on our foreign trade 


aie ruiely announced before the 13th of the 
fol- 


lowing month and it is usually another month be 
fore the punted statement is available. 
This 


means that it is usually six -weeks after the dose 
of a given month before a maculacturer or an ex 
porter of leather for example knows anything 
about the trade statistics of his products. 


If the figures are worth anything at all as a 


guide for business men they ought to be available 
before that time. The bureau does give advance 
information 1o certain trade associations, and 
other**, but e%eu this is later than it should be 


'England, ^hose total volume of loreign trade- 


is not far from that of our own, 
issues its report's 


at least two -weeks earlier than the United States. 
It is not unusual to receive the British printed 
report bj mail from London for a given month 
before our own figures for the month preceding 
that are available.

What You ShouU Do for a 
Victim of Fractured Skull.

cidents is fracture of the skull. 
} 


Any broken bone offers a pamful 


and disagreeable experience 
when the skull bones are 
there arises at once the possibility 
of .serious and even fatal complica- 
tions 


The bony skull contains and pro- 


teeth that supremely vita! organ, the 
brain 
It is impossible to ha.\ e a 


fracture of the skull without some 
.ffcct .being produced upon the deli- 
cate covering of the brain, if not up- 
on the brain substance itself. For- 
tunately, the bkull—round, flexible 
to some extent, and capable of re- 
sisting stress and strain—is so made 
that it can suffer terrible blows and 
1 et escape serious injurv 


As regards location, there are two 


forms of fracture of the skull 
The 


vault or dome mav be broken or the 
fracture 
may m.\oKe the base 01 


bottom part of the skull 


Then, again the fracture may be 
simple break of the bones, or ,t 


mav result in shattering of the bon\ 
tissue. In the latter form there may- 
be depression of a portion of bone, 
placing pressure on the brain or a 
splinter of bone may penetrate the 
brain substance. 


At the base of the brain are situ- 


ated many important nerve centers, 
controlling vital functions. 
On this 


account fractures of the base are 
more serious than fractures of the 
top of the skull 


The real seiiousness of the injury 


depends, not upon the extent of the 
fracture, but upon the extent and 
nature of the injury to the bram. 


After a hard fall upon the head 


or after a heavy blow there may be 
certain sjmptoms which make one 
suspect a fracture at the base of the 
skull. 
Bleeding from the nose 01 


from the ears is suspicious 


Paraljiris of Pie muscles of the 


face or of the e>e are aJso svmptoms 
of possible fracture 


Should one of jour friends suff 


an injury of the kind that m i , 
mean fiacture of the skull there are 
a few useful things to do ibefore the 
doctor comes 


Put the patient to bed and keep 


him absolutely quiet 
Ilaie the head 


elevated by using two or three pil- 
lows 
Cold water or ice applications 


should be made to the head. 


As I have said, fracture of the 


base of the skull is the serious form 
Fracture of the top of the 
skull 


without marked injury of the brain 
is likely to heal quickly and without 
after effect of anv soit

The published report bears the 
signatures of the Board of Trustees | 
of the home as follows- John Hassle- 
ton, S. E. Jloreland, IX A. Sinclair 
and A N. Bullock. 
CONDITION EXCETUfjENT. 


In introducing the statement of 


work at tho homo maintained for the 
elderly members, the trustees say, in 
part: 
"We are pleased to report that the 
general condition at the Home, at 
the present time, is excellent. The 
great fraternal spirit of Odd Fellow- 
ship, which we are taught in our bo- 
loved order, is cultivated and prac- 
ticed at the Home more and more 
as the days go by. Our family has 
grown considerably larger, as shown 
by the'numbers of residents admit- 
ted during the past year. The health 
of our residents has been very much 
better, throughout the year, than it 
has been at any time since the es- 
tablishment of the Home. 
We be- 


lieve this condition is largely due to 
the unremitting efforts of Dr. and 
Mrs. Arnold, who are using: their 
best endeavors in looking out for the 
car*, comfort and happiness of our 
aged brothers and sisters. Your trus- 
:ees realize the Importance of this 
task and fully appreciate the splen- 
did work Brother and Sister Arnold 
are doing." 
SUPPORT IS CREDITED 
The report reviews the general im- 


provements made at the home dur- 
ing the year and gives credit to ii 
large number of Odd Fellows and 
Rebekahs who have aided the work 
of the home by important donations 
to its upkeep. 
Another section of 
the report is concerned with a rec- 
ord, of the official visits of the va- 
rious lodges to the home and to the 
entertainments given at the home by 
the various lodges. 
There is a total of 173 residents 


at the home, the report shows, of 
which 122 are men and 57 women. 
The average of the men is 72-6 years 
while that of the women is 76.2.

asked of a writer is: 
"Just how 


do you do it" I mean in concrete 
detail?" 
No two writers 
a n s w e r 
that 


question in the 
same way, Tm 
afraid. They cre- 
a t e 
something 


out ot their own 
i n d i vi d uality 
a n d character, 
nnd each does it 
in his own way. 


William Wal- 
lace Cook, one 
of the most pro- 
lific and success- 
f u 1 fi c t i o n 
w r i t e r s , has 
every detail of 
1tK» 
story 
laid 


•iut in liis head before he starts 
work. He has more plots mapped 
out than he can ever write, and 
his plots are highly ingenious. Me 
can sit down and type steadily, 
hour after hour, like a machine, 
for as long a time as he pleases. 


Other men cannot do this. Many 


of them limit themselves to a few 
.hundred words TTTJay, on thp prin- 
ciple of quality and not quantity. 
Oi, more likely, after the example 
of one or two great authors. 


It is noticeable, however, that 
the gentlemen who 
limit them- 


selves, are usually limited. 
The 


other day some writer wondered 
how on earth I could write so 
much; ho himself turned out 300 
words a day, and was whining 
about hard times. The suggestion 
that hard work would turn the" 
trick fell upon deaf ears. 
Not 


yet! His "art" might suffer; 


Now. 
there are absolutely 110 


rules. 
The game is wide open. 


You may work best with a care- 
fully made and detailed plot in 
front of you. You may write out 
your plot nrst and depart from it 
at will. You may depend upon tho 
characters to change the story of 
themselves. In fact, it all hlngea 
upon you, the individual. 


Hero Is my own recipe: 
Put a 
shoot of pnper into the machine, 
start off, and go right ahead. Tho 
chances are that you can gel a 
flying start. 
After a few pages, 


&trtp nnd study your characters. 
Go on, write from page to page, 
and lot the plot form Itself as you 
E;O. 
If you like, have a climax 


to write up to; otherwise, let tho 
climax come of Itself. 
Plot and 
climax,will come as yon go along. 
Laugh at that recipe if you like 
—they all do. At all events, it 


sii.f; me! Two days ago a Blue 
Book writer eamc to me and con- 
fe»gcd 
that his last 
story had 


Rone over big, and had been writ- 
ten on that recipe. 
Of course, it 


may work all right with me and 
would never work with you. An- 
other example of the individual! 


One must freely admit that this 


if not a Hrife, sound and conserva- 
the -nay to write a story. 
It is 


not to be recommended to the 
jrutteur, unless he likes to take a 
whack at it. Who knows? It may 
suit him occasionally. 


Nor is this any fixed rule. Much 


of my own stuff, is written with a 
definite climax in view, toward 
which to work. The most success- 
ful 
stories, however, ha\o been 


done as outlined. 


Then the matter ot speed. How 


much a day? Well, how fast can 
yon hit a typewriter" 
Oo to it. 


Tinn out all vou can. This grand- 
stand play of writing 500 perfect 
words per day is all right for the 
elect, but you and I are talking 
business, not art. 
Under pressure 
I have written 25,000 words in a 
day—a complete 
story, and all 


original work, 


Working at a fast rate, natural- 


ly, you cannot turn out caretully 
writtcn cop\. 
That goes without 


saying 
But, working hard does 


not mean working fast! 
Xot at 


all. 
Many writers 
sweat blood 


over a thousand words a day and 
work all day and night doing it 
An hour's work a day is all well 
and good when you get old and 
atrophied. 
Otherwise, ten hours 


of it every day is fine exercise. 
Look at Jack London. 


No, you cannot afford to work 
fast unli! you are where you can 
work both fast and well. It comes 
with practice. 
You must afford 


long hours, however. The mental 
stimulus of working hard on a 
story will carry you to the end of 
the story. 
Then, for a few days, 


you will be fagged. 
Your brain 


will have to rest. 


Borrow a typewriter and beat 


it. 
That is good advice, unless 


you can buy one. The more work 
you turn out, the more work you 
will have to criticize, sweat over, 
rewrite. Tho more often you can 
make yourself rewrite a story, re- 
wording it ns you go along, the 
better thp story will be. 


When wo turn oil a story, we 


all think it's wonderful. 
When 
we have re-written it three times 
we're sick of it. Don't think it's 
easj" money, brethren! 
Tho only 
easy money, as the feller said, is 
in the whisky business; and then 
it's blamed uneasy. 


It's 
always a 


Kood thing to see 
where you're Ko- 
ing, 
even it you 


don't like the prospects particularly 
well. 


I have always been able to under- 


stand, in a way, !L nmn who drifts 
into idle and cruel seltlshnort0—-who 
e\cus,es himself to himself until he 
really thinks he-is doing 
nothing 


particularly wrong when he leads 
some girl to ruin, her whole life and 


i throw away all her chances of real 
happiness, just to gHe him a sense 
of triumph and 
possehsion for a 


month or io, or perhaps a year or no. 


Such a man as that I do not like, 


but 1 can see what he thinJch .tnd 
how ho comes to think it. We are 
none of us so perfect that we can- 
not understand a week nature which 
yields to a frtrong pressure, under 
the force of circumstances. 


But a man who will sit up and 


argue 
that 
marriage 
should 
be 


adapted to "'man's nature!" A man 
who can read and write, at that! 
Not an ignorant creature just climb- 
ing up out of beastiality. What do 
you think of suchi a human being 
as that?
